For  many  of  the  overstruck  coins  of  the  early  19th  century 
it  is  impossible  to  determine  a B for  the  Bahia  mint,  or  an  R 
for  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  mint,  it  is  often  possible  to  check  the 
Cross  on  the  reverse  for  a positive  identification.  The  Bahia 
issues  usually  have  full  triangles  at  each  cross  end,  with  a 
point  in  the  space  between  the  double  lines  of  each  arm. 

Also  on  the  lower  arm  only  the  lower  of  the  two  cross  lines 
extends  beyond  the  parallel  lines. 

The  Rio  issues  usually  have  truncated  fiat  tops  on  the  tri- 
angles, so  each  is  fiat  between  the  double  lines.  Also  both  of 
the  cross  lines  on  the  lower  arm  will  extend  beyond  the 
parallel  lines.  Check  several  of  the  pieces  that  you  have 
where  the  mint  letter  is  dear.

it  replaces  the  classics,  including  Bergsoe,  and  also  Schou,  and  all 
of  the  others,  it  features  line  drawings  for  many  of  these  poorly 
struck  pieces  as  well  as  many  good  photographs.  Many  of  the  coins 
are  Fair,  Poor  or  Miserable.  Therefore,  a piece  that  is  truly  Fine 
or  Very  Fine  is  rare  indeed.  There  are  1 05  major  varieties  of  lead 
pieces  given  catalog  numbers,  issued  from  about  1620  to  1699.  Then 
we  are  given  59  varieties  of  copper  and  silver  coins,  issued  from 
1648  to  1845.  If  you  have  any  interest  in  Scandinavian  coins,  you 
should  acquire  this  catalog. 

We  are  delighted  to  have  had  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Gray  in  helping 
to  catalog  and  to  value  the  issues  we  here  present  to  you. 

While  differing  weights,  especially  for  the  lead  pieces,  may  indicate 
attempts  at  multiple  units  of  exchange,  we  shall  refer  to  all  of  the 
lead  pieces  as  KAS,  unless  we  find  a definite  reason  to  change.

CAYENNE  SOUS:-  A Progress  ? Report 


A little  progress  has  been  made,  thanks  to  generous  assistance  in  provid i « 
information,  although  in  some  ways  it  seems  that  two  new  questions  on  details  pop  i 
for  every  one  to  solve. 

Briefly,  the  broad  outline  seems  to  be: 

a)  There  was  a first  basic  issue  of  1782,  although  dates  of  1781  and  Ml 
infrequently  appear.  The  1782  coin  weighed  a standard  1.90  grar; 
just  as  Zay  has  it;  most,  with  wear,  come  in  about  1.82  to  1.86  grarr 
Silver  fineness  was  .208. 

b)  There  was  a second  issue  of  1789.  These  weigh  about  1.55  grams,  sarr 
fineness.  A few  early  ones  may  have  been  struck  at  the  old  weigh 

Obviously,  there  was  a change  in  weight.  With  a little  re-reading  and  son 
reflection,  your  researcher  comes  up  with  a hypothesis  which  would  seem  to  expls; 
this  quite  satisfactorily.  As  a matter  of  fact,  the  story  is  all  in  Zay,  but  it's  not  in  or<± 
and  one  has  to  read  between  the  lines;  even  Zay  apparently  didn't  see  it. 

The  1782  issue  was  specifically  designated  for  Cayenne,  hence  "Colonie  • 
Cayenne"  on  the  coins.  Now,  for  some  peculiar  reason  the  French  government  hi 
decided  that  Cayenne  (French  Guiana)  should  have  a monetary  system  of  intrinsic  valu 
i.e.  the  same  as  metropolitan  France  and  not  the  "livres  coloniales"  system  current 
the  Antilles.  It  was  on  this  basis  that  the  coin  was  designated  "2  sous."  The  Spanii 
dollar  was  rated  5 livres  8 sous  (money  of  France)  or  54  of  these  2-sous  billon  coir 
This  number  would  contain  21 .43  grams  of  silver.  Meanwhile,  other  similar  billon  coii 
of  3 sous  value  would  be  struck  for  the  other  colonies  (Mazard  12,  13,  14). 

The  scheme  was  wrecked  on  the  shoals  of  reality.  The  other  billon  coii 
were  not  issued,  Cayenne  could  not  be  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  Caribbean,  am 
the  Cayenne  sous  rapidly  spread  through  the  Antilles.  But  here  another  problem  aro: 
The  coins  could  not  be  re-valued;  "2  sous”  was  stamped  right  on  them.  There  were  s* 
20  sous  to  the  livre,  but  now  at  8 colonial  livres  to  the  piastre  - the  going  rate  - a Spanii 
dollar  would  purchase  80  of  the  billon  coins.  A Spanish  bust-type  dollar  contain 
24.54  grams  of  silver;  80  Cayenne  2 sous  pieces  of  the  1782  standard  contained  31. * 
grams  of  silver.  In  short,  the  Cayenne  sous  were  intrinsically  badly  undervalued  in  t:i 
Antilles. 

The  rule  is  that  an  intrinsically  undervalued  coin  will  tend  to  disappe.; 
either  to  the  melting  pot  or  to  hoarding.  And  disappear  they  did.  In  only  six  years 
new  request  for  coins  was  made  to  Paris,  as  the  3,000,000  Cayenne  billon  2 sous  of  171 
had  been  exhausted.  (In  the  normal  course  of  events,  3,000,000  coins  would  h® 
sufficed  for  Cayenne  for  closer  to  600  years  than  6.) 

The  Bourbon  tradition  of  never  learning  anything  now  showed  itself.  In  t: 
authorization  of  the  new  1789  issue  of  coins,  the  previous  mistakes  were  to  be  repeate 
the  coins  would  be  restricted  to  Cayenne,  and  billon  pieces  of  2 sous  6 deniers  (aga; 
never  issued)  would  be  struck  for  the  Antilles  (Mazard  17). 

Up  to  this  point  all  of  the  above  is  documented.  Flere  we  must  for  t: 
moment  rely  on  the  internal  evidence.  Obviously  someone  at  last  used  some  comm< 
sense.  Perhaps  it  just  snuck  through.  1789  was  not  a very  good  year  for  Louis  X\» 
what  with  the  storming  of  the  Bastille  and  all  that,  and  he  may  have  been  too  pi 
occupied  to  pay  attention  to  colonial  coinage.  In  any  event,  a reduction  in  weig; 
brought  the  coins  down  to  a practical  intrinsic  value.  At  1.55  grams  80  Cayenne  2-so: 
pieces  would  contain  25.79  grams  of  silver,  making  them  still  slightly  undervalued,  b: 
not  enough  to  justify  melting. 

There's  a lot  more  to  it  than  this,  and  the  whole  monetary  history  of  tt 
French  billon  coinage  is  involved,  but  this  seems  to  be  the  basic  story.  Will  write  agat 
when  further  details  have  been  worked  out. 
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
